Two Crawford AuSable School Board 
‘members are running unopposed for their 
seats in May’s bi-annual school election 
while another incumbent is facing three 
challengers to retain her seat, 

William Dean, vice president of the 
Crawford AuSable School Board, and 
Lewis Madill, the current school board 
treasurer, are running unchallenged for two 
four-year seats on the board. 

Crawford AuSable 
President Carol Ramaswamy is vying for 
reelection for one of two six-year terms on 
the board. Shirley Curriston, Wendy 
Kucharek and Amy K. Owen are also min- 
ning for the six-year terms. 

Robert W. DeClaire, of Higgins Lake, 
and Rodney C. Robertson, of Rose City, are 
both running unopposed to retain their seats 
on the Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon Intermediate School District 
Board (COOR ISD.) 

Voters in the COOR ISD District, which 
includes six school districts, will also 
decide a proposal to determine if a tax levy 
previously approved by voters can be 
increased to fund special education costs. 

The ballot measure asks voters if a .6961 
mill limitation (0.6961 on each $1,000 of 
taxable valuation) on the annual property 
tax previously approved by the electors of 
the COOR ISD, currently reduced to .6329 
mill as required by the Headlee amendment 
to the Michigan Constitution of 1963, for 
the education of students with a disability 
be increased by 5852 mill ($0.5852 on

SOME SIGNS indicate Alaska’s 
Sarah Palin may be fading a bit in 
political circles. 

A Gallup poll taken in 2008 
found 53 percent held a favorable 
view of Ms. Palin and 28 percent 
had unfavorable view. In January 
2011, a similar poll reversed the 
figures with only 38 percent favor- 
able, and 53 percent unfavorable. 

A recent McClatchy 
Newspapers-Marist poll found that 
President Obama would defeat 
Ms. Palin 56-36 percent if the 
election were held now. Two for- 
mer governors, Mitt Romney and 
Mike Huckabee, each had a better 
showing against the president.

The 2-17-11 edition of 
the Avalanche contained a 
rather lengthy article by 
writer Dan Sanderson. The 
article reported a donation 
of an ambulance by Mobile 
Medical Response (MMR) 
to the Upper Peninsula 
community of Copper 
Harbor and that the dona- 
lion reportedly was facili- 
tated by Beaver Creek Fire 
Chief Ed Holtcamp. The 
lengthy article does not 
scem to be commensurate 
with what I imagine would 
only be marginal interest to 
the Grayling community. 
The article appears to be 
more intended as publicity 
for Ed Holtcamp and/or 
MMR than informative. 

Writer Sanderson has 
reported on Fire Chief Ed 
Holtcamp since his arrest in 
January of 2009 on felony 
charges for selling untaxed 
diese] fuel to MMR 
(Holtcamp is a member of 
MMR’s Board of 
Directors), Crawford 
County Prosecutor Ayers 
did not prosecute citing a

Child Protection Council 
issues correction to 


pocket guide 


In an effort to make our 
communities 
available resources for cri- 
sis services, basic needs and 
other services, the 
Crawford/Roscommon 
Child Protection Council 
has printed a Pocket Guide 
of contact: phone numbers 
and widely distributed this 
guidé throughout our coun- 
ties. 

On Feb 11, they discov- 
ered that the phone number 
listed for the Salvation 
Army, Crawford County 
connected the caller to a 
phone sex line. 

The Council immediately 
responded to this situation 
by contacting local phone 
carriers, which suggested 
that the National Toll Free 
Directory could be of some 
assistance. 

“On Feb. 12, we dis- 
cussed our situation with a 
support technician there, 
explaining that we provided 
our card to the community 
and although we verify our 
contact numbers, we have 
learned that this phone 


‘number is currently being 


answered by a phone sex 
line,” said Cindy 
DeLadurantaye, Director 
Crawford/Roscommon 
Child Protection Council, 

The technician explained 
that if is not unheard of for 
“Jess than reputable” busi- 
nesses to hack into phone 
systems and assume toll 
free phone numbers that are 
already assigned, easiest to 
think of if you put it in 
terms of “identity theft” of 
the toll free number. 
Because there is a monthly 
fee attached to phone lines 
to carry a toll free number, 
many of these type of bust- 
nesses want to avoid that 
fee so they take an existing 
number and use it as their 
own, 

The technician added that 
this is particularly true of 
phone sex lines because

“Given this situation and 
information learned, we are 
advising all organizations 
with “8G0” numbers to peri- 
odically check to make sure 
this does not happen to your 


toll free phone number,” 


said DeLadurantaye. “The 
Council will no longer 
include “800” numbers on 
future reprints of our Pocket 
Guide to avoid this situation 
in the future.” 

The Council has dis- 
cussed this matter with the 
Salvation Army and_ they, 
too, were unaware that this 
had taken place with their 
number. They have a new 
“800” number for those in 
need in Eastern Michigan 
and that contact is 1-855- 
435-7364, which spelled 
out is 1-855-HELP-E-MI. 

“Both the Child 
Protection Council and 
Salvation Army of Eastern 
Michigan deeply regret this 
incident,” said 
DeLadurantaye. “The 
organizations hope that the 
communities understand 
that all measures were taken 
prior to printing the cards to 
ensure that all numbers list- 
ed were appropriate and 
correct. The. Child 
Protection Council puts a 
great deal of work into pro- 
ducing these cards and has 
had tremendous positive 
feedback from our commu- 
nities as to their value to our 
residents. That is certainly 


the intention and spirit in-
